I Israel's Exalted Position (Exod. 


10:1-0). 


The descendants of Abraham had 


now become a multitude and the time 
had come to organize them Into a 
nation. In order to enable them to see 
what a wonderful privilege was theirs, 
God displayed His majesty on Mount 
Sinai. 
In His message to them. He 


gave them a look backward and for- 
ward. 


1. A Review of Their Past History 


(v. 4). He reminds them of what He 
had done to the Egyptians when He 
brought them out of their cruel bond- 
age, vand that His divine care over them 
had been as that- of an eagle over her 
young. 
He had not merely brought 


them out of Egyptian bondage, but 
unto Himself. God's salvation is not 
merely deliverance from sin, but a 
union with Himself. 


2. Promises of Future Greatness 


(w. 5, 6). On condition of obedience 
to His voice, and faithfulness to their 
covenant 
obligations, He promised 


them a pet-uliar relationship to Him. 
This relationship is three-fold: 


(1) The Lord's Peculiar Treasure 


Above All People. This is the treasure 
of Mutt. 13:44. If this is recognized, 
the parable is quite clear. 
Failure to 


allow Scripture to interpret Scripture 
results in confusion. 


(2) A Kingdofh of Priests. "A King- 


dom whose citizens are all priests liv- 
ing wholly in God's service and ever 
enjoying the right of access to Him." 
In this kingdom there Is united sacer- 
dotal privilege and royal dignity. 


(3) A Holy Nation. 
A nation set 


apart for the work of God. Realizing 
this, they would be Impelled to a 
standard of living which would be 
worthy of their high calling. Separa- 
tion from sin and a positive stand for 
the right would always be demanded. 
The failure of this chosen nation la 
largely the explanation of the world's 
distress. Had Israel shown the nations 
the way to go, they would not have 
gone so far into sin. 


II. 
Israel's 
Pressing 
Obligation 


(Isa. 43-9-11). 


1. God's Challenge to the Heathen 


Nations (v. 9). 
They were asked to 


assemble their witnesses to see if they 
were able to make known the future 
as God had rjpne through the prephets 
of Israel. 
They are either to make 


good their predictions or to acknowl- 
edge the truth as declared by God's 
prophets, namely, that God Is the 
only God. 


2. Israel, God's Witness (v. 10). This 


nation had been brought so clearly Into 
touch with God, had so many times ex- 
perienced His mighty hand to deliver, 
that they were competent witnesses. 
Not only the nation was a witness, but 
the prophets from that nation had so 
many times witnessed and their pre- 
dictions were so completely fulfilled 
that the whole world knew that God 
was the one and only God and Savior. 
The only way the -world can know that 
God is a forgiving God is through the 
witnessing of His redeemed people. 
How sorely this testimony is needed! 
How miserable has been Israel's fail- 
ure! 


III. 
Israel's Message (Isa. 45:20- 


22). 


The message which Israel was to 


give was that God was the Savior of 
all the nations. Israel misinterpreted 
and misapplied this message. 
They 


claimed Him as their God and denied 
Him to the heathen. Though they have 
thus failed and the world Is in durk- 
ness because of It, one day they shall 
go to the ends of the earth with It, and 
the result will be the ushering in of the, 
Golden Age of which men of all ages 
have dreamed.

turned Moslem and was banished from 
the dry. He married a Christian wid- 
ow In Mltylene and raised two sons 
to his trade. At a very tender age, 
UruJ, the elder son, went Into business 
as a pirate, and on his maiden cruise 
was chased and captured by a galley 
of the Knights of Saint John who 
threw him Into the hold to be a slave 
at the oars. That night a slave upon 
tne nearest oarbench disturbed the 
crew by groaning, and to keep him 
quiet was thrown overboard. Not lik 
Ing • his situation or prospects, Uruj 
slipped his shackles, crept out and 
ewam ashore.

Then the sultan's 
brother fitted him out as a corsair at 
the cost of flve thousand ducats, to 
be paid by the basha of Egypt, and 
BO, thanks to this act of princely gen- 
erosity, Uruj was able to open a gener- 
al practice. His young brother Khl*r. 
nlso a pirate. Joined him; the firm 
was protected by the sultan of Tunis 
who got a commission of twenty per 
cent on the loot; and being steady, 
Industrious and thrifty, by strict ap- 
plication to business, they made a rep- 
utation throughout the Middle Sea. 
»Indeed the Grand Turk bestowed up- 
on Khizr the title "Protector of Re- 
ligion,'' a distinction never granted,be- 
fore or since to any professional rob- 
ber. 


Once after a bitter hard fight the 


brothers captnred a first-rate ship of 
war, The Galley of Naples, and six 
lady passengers, besides three hundred 
men were marched ashore Into slavery 
"See," said'the sultan of Tunis, "how 
Heaven 
recompenses 
the 
brave!' 


Uruj, by the way, was laid up some 
months for repairs, and In his next 
engagement, a silly attack on a fort 


Spaniard who had betrayed him. The 
traitor wa» promptly beheaded, but 
3arbarossa turned upon De Vargas. 
'You and yours," he said, "have caused 
me too much trouble," and he again 
Igned to the headsman. So De Vargas 
fell. 


Terrible was the rage of Charles V. 


emperor of half of Europe, thus defied 
and Insulted by the atrocious corsair. 
It was then that he engaged the ser- 
vices of Andrea Dorla, the greatest 
Christian admiral of that age, for war 
against Barbarossa. And at the same 
time the commander of the faithful, 
Suleiman the Magnificent, sent for 
King Barbarossa 
to command the 


Turkish fleet. 


He came, with gifts for the calif: 


two hundred women bearing presents 
of gold or silver; one hundred camels 
laden with silks and gold; then lions 
and other strange beasts; and more 
loads of brocades, or rich garments, all 
in procession through Constantinople, 
preceding the pirate king on his road 
o the palace. The sultan gave him 
not only a big fleet, but also vice-regal 
powers to make war or peace. Next 
summer (1534) eleven thousand Chris- 
ian slaves, and a long procession of 
ships loaded with the plunder of smok- 
ng Italy were sent to the Golden Horn. 
Incidentally, Bnrbarossa seized the 
kingdom of Tunis for himself, and 
slaughtered three thousand of the' 
faithful, Just to encourage the rest. 


It was to avenge the banished king 


Hassan, and these poor slaughtered 
citizens, that the Emperor Charles V, 
attended by his admiral, Andrea Dorin, 
came with an army and a mighty fleet 
to Tunis. 


He drove out Barbarossa, a penni-

BELLE ISLJc HARD TO REACH

Through Treacherous Bay of Bi»- 


cay, Owing to Swift Currents. 


BeHe Isle Is a rocfcy islet Jutting out 


of the Bay of Biscay off the Brittany 
coast While Belie isle is but ten miles 
from shore, the water Is so rough that 
few neople care to risfe the passage. 
The Bay of Biscay has always been 
the dread of mariners because of the 
high tides, fierce currents and danger- 
ous reefs. 


Belle Isle was inhabited from early 


times, for the remains of rock struc- 
tures made by -the Druids are numer- 
ous. Later, the Romans occupied it as 
an outpost of their empire. Then it 
was held for a long period by a Catho- 
lic monastery. IB 1781 t'ae British cap- 
tured the Island, afte- a long siege, 
but It went back to France soon after, 
frapoleon started to fortify Belle Isle, 


' but never finished the Job. Dumas, in 


"The Three Musketeers," tells how the> 
gigantic Porthos labored with the 
great rocks used for the earlier foun- 
dations.

By this time the brothers were

of that 20 per cent com- 


mission to the unctuous sultan of 
Tunis, and by way of cheating him, 
took to besieging fortresses, or sack- 
ing towns, Christian or Moslem as the 
case might be, until they had base 
camps of their ownt Uruj as king of 
Tlemcen, and Khfzr as king of Al- 
giers. Then TJruj fell in battle, and 
Khizr Barbarossa began to do business 
as a wholesale pirate with a branch 
kingdom of Tunis, and fleets to destroy 
all commerce, to wreck and burn set- 
tlements of the Christian powers until 
he had command of the sea as a first- 
class nuisance. 


The gentle Moors, most civilized of 


peoples, expelled from Spain (1483) 
by. the callous ill-faith of Ferdinand 
and Isabella, and stranded upon North 
Africa to starve, manned Barbarossa's 
fleets for a bloody vengeance upon 
Christian Europe. 
Then Charles V 


brought the strength of Spain, Ger- 
many and Italy to bear in an expedi- 
tion against Barbarossa, but his fleel 
was wrecked by a storm, clear proof 
that Allah had taken sides with the 
strong pirate king. Barbarossa ihen 
despatched his lieutenant Hassan to 
ravage the coast of Valencia. 


It was upon this venture that Has 


Ban met a transport merchantman witl 
a hundred veteran Spanish infantry 
too strong to attack; so when this 
lieutenant returned to Algiers deep 
laden with spoil and captives from his 
raid, he found King Barbarossa far 
from pleased. 
The prisoners were 


butchered, and Hassan was flogged In 
public for having shirked an engage- 
ment. That is why Hassan joined with 
Venalcadi, a brother officer who was 
nlso in disgrace, and together they 
drove Barbarossa out of Algeria. Pres- 
ently the king came back with a whole 
fleet -of his fellow corsairs, brother 
craftsmen, the Jew, and Hunt-the- 
Devll Salaerrez and Tabas, all moved 
to grief and rage by the tears of a 
sorelv ill-treated hero. With the aid 
of sixty captive Spanish soldiers, who 
won their freedom, they captured Al- 
giers, wiped out the mutineers, and re- 
stored the most perfect harmony. In- 
deed, by way of proof that there really 
was no trouble among the corsairs, 
King Barbarossa 
sent off Ilunt-tne- 


Devil with seventeen ships to burn 
Spain. Ever in blood and tears, their 
homes In flames, their women ravished, 
their very children enslaved, the Span- 
iards had to pny for breaking faith 
with the Moors of Granada. 


Barbarossa wns not yet altogether 


king of Algiers. For twenty years the 
Tenon a fortress fronting that city, 
had been held by Martin cle Vargas 
and his garrison. Worn' out with dis- 
ease and famine those Spaniards now 
foiHit Barbarossa to the Inat breath, 
but their walls wont down in nun, 
the breach was stormed, and all were 
nut to the sword. Do Vargas, taken 
prisoner, demanded the death of a 


Then came the building of a Turkish 
fleet; and with one hundred twenty 
sail. Barbarossa went to his last cul- 
minating triumph, the defeat of An- 
drea Dorla, who had at Prevesa one 
hundred ninety-five ships, sixty thou- 
sand men and two thousand, five hun- 
dred and ninety-four guns. With that 
victory he retired, and after f eight 
years of peace he died in his bed, full 
of years and honors. For centuries to 
come all Turkish ships saluted with 
their guns, and dipped their colors 
whenever they passed the grave of the 
King of the Sea.

ORPHANAGE'S SPLENDID REPORT 


Superintendent A. H. Smith at the 


annual meeting Thursday aweek of 
the board of directors and ladies' 
auxiliary of the Hoffman. Orphanage, 
told how $3,088 was realized from 
farm pfoducts sold after the home 
used an abundance of the products. 
Over $94 was realized from the as- 
paragus alone.

Receipts at the home 
totaled $28,673. The balance in the 
treasury on Sept. 21st was $2,893.

STOP BUILDING AIR CRA 


American Legion to Recommend Inter- 


national Disarmament Conference 
—Conduct National Referendum.

t 


An International air alhnrnmment 


conference to stop the present ale con- 
struction race will be recommended by 
the American Legion, which will con- 
duct a national referendum to obtain 
the views of prominent Americans us 
to the advisability of such a confer- 
ence. 


All members of congress, governors 


of all atates, 1,000 editors, 100 college 
presidents and a number of prominent 
citizens will be asked by the Legion to 
express an opinion on the proposal 
which would Involve the holding of a 
meeting In Washington, similar to the 
naval disarmament conference, to be 
attended by representatives of all lead- 
ing world powers for the purpose of 
reaching some agreement us to the 
number of fighting and observation 
planes to be maintained by such. 


If the opinion of the national lead- 


ers Is favorable to the Legion's proj- 
ect, President Coolidge will be asked 
to call an international conference. A 
necessity for immediate action in the 
matter of limitation of air arinomenf 
exists since France took the lead in an 
air-construction program, and the re- 
maining European powers have ei/ 
tered the mad race to overtake the 
French. Fnnnce at the present time 
has 140 squadrons of the military ma- 
chines and plans to have 220 at the 
end of 1925. The planes will carry 7 
millimeter, cannons and will also 
used to transport six machine guns 
and their crews. 
The plans include 


machines which will serve as actual 
troopships of the air. 
v 


England is the nearest competitor, 


having appropriated $27,500,000 to en- 
large her air armada. It has been es- 
timated that by 1926 England will be 
able to send aloft only 624 battle ma- 
chines In comparison with France's 1,- 
530 air fighters. Italy and Russia have 
actively entered the race, the latter 
planning to have 10,000 planes In op- 
eration. 


A statement Issued recently by Na- 


tional Commander Alvln Owsley calls 
attention to the fact thnt naval and 
land forces have been reduced by na-. 
tional agreement and that the Legion 
proposes to attempt to obtain similar 
measures govewiing aircraft 


"The crying need of the world today 


is peace—Industrial, commercial, eco- 
nomic peace—-a restoration from the 
ravages and horrors of war, a settling 
down and getting back to the sane pur- 
suits of industry, quietude of heart and 
mind, to live in safe seclusion away 
from the covetousne^s of the invader," 
the statement reads. 


"Can we of the Legion who were 


their comrades in arms not ask the 
nations to pause and see what they 
are doing? Preparedness in a larger 
sense means a temptation to use that 
which Is being prepared to fight. The 
wounds of the last titanic trouble a 
still gaping open; the life blood of 
nations is still pouring out because of 
too much preparedness for battle. 


"I propose to the world preparedness 


for peace—a coming together In a 
great world conference for the limita- 
tion of airplanes for war instead of war 
to destruction. I challenge the right 
of any nation to prepare any Instru- 
ment of destruction and claim the 
name of defender of world peace. 
Peace will come when the people of the 
world will to have peace and express 
their will in solemn declaration and 
covenant sealed with honor. 


"America is ready to lead the way to 


secure peace In the air and she has 
gone far by example to make war im- 
possible on land and sea." 


DRAWING CLOSER TO LEGION

opinion of Alvin Owsley, Legion na- 
tional commander, who has recently 
completed a speaking tour which car- 
ried him into eight states, Cuba and 
Panama. 


"I believe the people are more in- 


terested in the question of disabled 
veterans obtaining ample hospitals 
and sanatorlums for the sick and 
wounded than they ever were before," 
he said. "They are beginning to un- 
derstand that the first duty of 
United States is to care for these1 
defenders."

had found immediate response. 


Other Legion policies which •w^ere 


met with favor by the public, he said, 
were the stand for a universal draft 
act, under which capital and labor and 
all the resources of America would be 
calJed for national defense; support 
of the action of the French and Bel- 
gian troops in occupying the Ruhr, 
and war on profiteers. 


Declaring that the Legion members 


are rising to responsible positions In 
the state and nation, Commander Ows- 
ley pointed out that three governors, 
four lieutenant-governors, four United 
States senators and more tlinn thirty 
members of the lower house In the 
congress are members of the Legion.
